Attorney for Mr. Prentice have flied 
a com plaint which narrates that Mrs, 
Prentice, accom panied by her sixteen 
year old daughter and a nurse, sailed 
on the North German-Lloyd Steam er 
Koenigin Louise from Naples on April 
19 and that Mrs. Prentice died on April 
' 27 when the ship was 1,640 miles from 
this port. 
It is alleged th at Mrs. Prentice had 
with her over $1,000 and the daughter 
agreed th at this should go to paying 
the expenses of em balm ing the body, 
so th at it could be brought to New 
York. The ship was supplied with the 
apparatus necessary 
for 
embalming 
bodies, the com plaint alleges, and that 
it is custom ary to so treat the bodies 
of people who died in transit, parti­ 
cularly the first class pasengers. 
Af­ 
ter this agreem ent with Capt. H. Mor- 
ganstem the body was buried at sea, 
despite the protests of the daughter, 
the com plaint says. 
The attorneys for Mr. Prentice as­ 
sert that Capt. MorganBtern had the 
body buried at sea because an Italian 
medical officer, who was accompany­ 
ing some em igrants to America, insist­ 
ed th at according to the Italian law 
the body m ust be buried at sea. 
A ttorneys for North 
German-Lloyd 
steam ship company have not yet filed 
their answ er to the complaint 
It was 
said at their office that Capt. Morgan- 
stern had not contracted to embalm 
the body and bring it to New York so 
far as they knew, and that without 
such a contract he had the right to use 
his discretion as to the burial of pas­ 
senger.
